lixcept on tlio occasion of these intetiiigH, 
the rooms of the Society iiro spursely at- 
tcndeil. Yet ft few old iiiembors iinil it u 
pleasant place to vphile .iway the paasiiig 
hours, and the hall itself ia well worth in- 
spection by the piiblie at large, who are 
always welcome. The hall is well lif;hled 
from nhove, and a largo stove stands in tlir, 
centre. Over the dais at one end of the 
room hangs a portrait of Mayor Grunt. The 
picture does justice to the features of the 
popular chief magistrate, and was present- 
ed by him some three months ago. 

At the opfjosite end of the room ha m^h 
the ensign of the Pioneer Society. AlongHide 
of it is one of faded white silk, fringed n illi 

fold, inscribed, Presented to the Union 
[ook and Ladder Company, June 23rd, 
1660, by the ladies of Victoria." Where be 
those brif;ht-eyed ladies now, and their bold 
fire laddies of three decades bgo ? Portly 
matrons now, and grey-haired men of 
business — such of them us still remain 
above the ground ! 

The walls of the room are Ir.uig with 
many pictures. There is a photograph of 
the steamer lieavcr as she now lii-s on the 
rocks up in tlie narrows of Biirrard Inlet. 
She was the fi st steumcr ever on the 
Pacific coast, and came around tho Horn iu 
18.'!,5. She ia a aide-wheeler and must have 
been well built, for she continued in active 
biiRinc^s till her mishap of a year or two 

"go- 
There are several views of \'ictoria, the 
first, taken in ISoS by a wunilciing photo- 
grapher from California. It sliowa the old 
stockade enclosing a p(|uare from, Fort street 
up to where tlie Coi.uMst is now locutjil, 
and running fi(im Govcrimiont street down 
towards the whinf. Cumion were mountcil 
at the four corners of tho stockade. 

There is a cabinet of native minerals, pre- 
sented by .lohu Ivurt/, treasurer of the so- 
ciety, and otiiers, displaying gold quanz, 
Bubilettes, topi.z, etc. There is also a li- 
brary, containing valuable sets of works, 
presented by Lieuteiiant-Govornor Nelson, 
Attorney-General Davie, Dr. McCandlish, 
ilarvia Longhurst, Morris Moss, Thomas 
Burncs and others. 

The walls of the rooui are covered with 
likenesses of the pioneers of liriiish Colum- 
bia — some large and some small — some 
separate and others in groups. Among tlie 
more prominent are Sir James Douglas, the 
first governor stationed here, buck in ISoS ; 
Sir Hugh Nelson, the present governor, in 
court dress ; Mayor Harris, the first nmyor 
of Victoria ; Noah Shakespeare, mayor in 
1S82 ; Janies,S'ell, mayor in 1887 and 18S8 ; 
Bishop Be Misres, who came hi-re in I8:i2 
with Sir James Douglas ; and Roderick Fin- 
Inyson Esq., who came here in 1840. There 
are likenesses of John Dickson, the first 
president of the society j of the late Capt. 
NVilliam Irving, who ran his steamer on 
the Fraaer River ; and of bis son, Capt. 
John Irving, manager of the Canadian I'a- 
cific Navigation Company. There arc Hon. 
John H. Turner, Minister of Finance ; Ben. 
Griffin, who kept the " Boomerang ; " J. B. 
Lovell, president of tho society; and a hun- 
dred well-known citizens beside.

J. li. Lovell, President; Thomas Flewin, 
Vioe-Prcsuleiit; J. ■-. Ausliu, Secretary;

Mr. P.iiUey hlL KugLind in l,s:i7, s.iiling 
on a vessel of which his father was muster. 
She carried -(SO [lassengera to .-Vusiralia, 
and was afterwards wrecked on the Cali- 
fornia coast, May 1(1, ISMS, witli>Mit In-.s of 
life. Mr. Kid ey then went u|ioii a S[iinisli 
ve.s.'ol engaged in t lie o|iiiim 1 rade in the 
East Indies, and when the iMigli h declared 
w-ar against Chiii.i he entered their navy. 
When the war was over lie t ciurned to 
California before there were fifty houses 
in San Francisco, liia house was Xo. '^^2. 

Mr. IviiUey sailed a vessel of his own 
ii|)oii the coast till the war broke out hc- 
iween the United .States and Mexico, when 
he piloted the Xow York volunteers from 
Monterey dnwu to Lupaz, in Mexico, and 
subsequently shipped as a pilot in the U. S. 
navy. Soon after peace wus declared, iu 
1848. gold Was discovered in California, 
and Mr. Ridley subsequently went to min- 
ing. He mined a great deaf, but lost in the 
long run. 

In 1858 ho came to Victoria during the 
gold excitement, when thi re were 5,000 
tents pitched in this city. He went to the 
Fraser river, mined a while and then came 
back, and afterwards prospect -d all over 
British Columbia, following up all mining 
excitements and engaged inn vnin pursuit 
for wcahh. At times he was fairly well to 
do, and other tinios flat broke, the frei|uent 
plittht of so many of the old prospectors 
and pioivers in ihope argonaut days. 

Ill IStil, Ridley and bair eoinj) mions, all 
of them old sailors, organized and lilted out 
an expedition for the rich country 
at the liead>Viiters of the l-'ra.ser 
river. The jmly started nut in 
i-'O ciiiocs, and, after a t ronlili-.'-onic 
trip, full of hai-.lshii.M and perils, the liitlc 
parly, w lileli liad du iiidled dow n lo Uvo 
c.inoes, ruaehud llieeoi ntry lliey had -lurtcii 
for. l'iiis[U!c!ii-g Uii.s colli iiiiii-d up the 
stri ams and li iliiilaiii s, gold uU Ihe time 
gell ing co.irscr and coarser .-'nd prospccis 
brighter and briglili r, until llirir iiiDvisi'iiia 
were gone and they were face to tiicc with 
star vation. They made their way slowly 
back on foot, leaehiiig home after a tedious 
trip, and leaving behind them a district — 
the Cariboo— which has since turned out 
many ndllions. 

In IH7I, Ridley started up the .Skeena to 
the rich mines that had been discovered up 
tiicre, but after pi-OHjiecling the whole conn- 
try with indifi'erent success ho started on 
the way back to Victoria in the foil of 1872. 
He joined a party and started down the 
Skeena in a canoe. While ))ussing through 
the rapids tho frnil craft was swamped luid 
tbreeout of eight in the party drowned. Rid- 
ley and his surviving companions lost all of 
their g.ild, furs and outfit, .-\ftera long and 
wearisome journey Ridley reached Port Ks- 
sington liarefonted, biirehcuded and coatless. 
Ho was fortunate to find there Mr. Morris 
Moss and other old friends, who replenished 
his wardriibo, and he tn«k passage and re- 
turned to Violoria, with Capt. Lowia of the

DEATH ALMOST INSTANTANEOUS. 

Charles Hartley, a Working Carpenter, I ho 
Victim of a Slncnlar AcclUont. 

Charles Rartley, a steady, intliistrious 
carpenter, c.iiiie from the Kast some nionll;B 
ago, in company with his eldest .'•■fin, who is 
now a resilient of V^uicouver. He worked 
upon sevend .short contracts, and ii few 
dnys ago scoured cniploynicnt on tho new 
Icwell lilnch, now building on the corner of 
Vates and Douglas streets. Yesterday 
morning, he went tti his work us usual, be- 
ing engaged with three or four others in 
removing a temporary petition, close to 
the elevator well, on the fourth floor. In 
order lo expedite matters, he seized a piece 
of scantling, aud was using it as a battering 
ram upon the partition condng down, when 
the end of the scantling wa.s strnck 
by the descending elevator, and 
Hartley fell backward, striking his head on 
the sharp corner of a piece of plank. His 
companions saw him full, but did not think 
for a moment that he was seriously hurt- 
Not seeing him rise, they went to him, lift- 
ed him and dashed water in his face, think- 
ing he might be stunned, fhon onenotioed 
that blood was trickling frouiasmall wound 
on the top of the head, not mare than an 
inch iu lingth. A doctor was sent for and 
a gkuss of brandy procured. Neither avail- 
ed unything, for in a few minutes Bartley 
Was dead, never havingrecoveredconscious- 
neas. 

'I'he injury on the head was the only one 
discovered by Drs. Watt and Crompton, 
who e.xamined the body, and their opinion 
is that death resulted from concussion of 
the brain, the external injuring being insuf- 
fioient. No blame can l)c at lachud to any- 
one for the death of the unfortunate man; it 
was purelyun nceijcut, and so the jury cm- 
pannelled iu the nuitter by Coroiior Morri- 
son decided. The deoeased had sent for his 
wife and family to London, Ont. , -where 
they now reside. His son came over fronj 
Vancouver, lust evening, to take charge of 
the renuuns.

THE SECTIOJVAL ORADUATES. 

The kind of journalism popular in Van- 
couver would strain very severely tho cou- 
scieuces of editors living in any other city, 
but we suppo3e where writers are compelled 
to draw upon their imai^ination for facta 
from (lay to day, such an article as the 
World's, entitled " Sectionalism Run Mad," 
can be produced without turning a hair. 
It ia impossible tliat a whole community 
ca:i delight in glaring falaehooda aud, for 
^ix» beneB t of those who who love tho truth, 
■\re now present briefly the real facta with 
iTOgard to the University movement. 

The World aays they, on the mainland, 
'Jiad done all tlie hard work in connection 
with the initiation of the movement. The 
•fact is tliey had nothing to do with its 
initiation. The first meeting in connection 
with the subject was called by the Mayor 
of Victoria, at the suggestion of a few gen- 
tlemen who wero interested in higher 
education. The first bill was pre- 
pared in Victoria and put through 
the House by Mr. S. Duck, then 
on» of the members for Victoria. If 
Victoria had desired to take advantage of 
its opportunity it doubtlessly could have 
framed that bill in its own interest, but 
those concerned in the matter were gentle- 
.men, and therefore acted with perfect 
loyalty towards tho whole province. 

What then Was the hard work to which 
the World refers of the Mainland peo])le ? 
Why, it was in seeking to amend the origi- 
nil bill so as to give tho Mainland such a 
jiroponderanoe on the Senate aa to leave 
Victoria at their mercy. They propostd 
ten members to be placed on the Senate by 
- convocation, and their conduct at the last 
election leaves us without any doubt as to 
tlieir purpose in thus seeking to pack the 
governing body. 

The World refcra triumphantly to the 
letter of llie Kev- 10. 1) MoLLiren, which 
appeared in its columns, and aflfccta to sneer 
at tlie gentleman who so completely 
answered him in our columns. All we need 
say about Mr. McLaren's letter is that a 
more unfortunate specimen of apecial plcud- 
ing never came uii<ler our observation, and 
we can only wonder that .so able a man 
should have allowed himself to become the 
aii'iilhpiece of such unworthy associates, 
acc (low the Rev. gentleman reasons. We 
■ are in tho majority as to population, and 
-«-e should be in the majority on 
tho Senate. IJut he forgets that he has 
no authority to apeak for any portion of 
1,1k! Mainland, oulaitle of the two cities of 
Vancouver inid \\'<'3tiiiin.Hler, anil he ought 
to know that a large portion of the Main- 
land would prefer Victoria, hud they any 
jopportnnity of expretsing their views. 
Further, he forgets that Victoria liua ut 
least a population einial to the two citiea of 
the Mainhiiid, and tliut, even if lliatwero 
not the caai', the question of the site of a 
university ought to bo settled on fur other 
grounds than the mere numbering of heads. 
But Mr. McLaren said Victoria had eight 
.members on tho Senate, and the Mainland 
thirteen. Ditl Mr. McLaren forget that 
members of the Senate appointed by the 
<iOV(!rnment, hy thu Medical Council, liy 
iho Law Society, and by the Toacbers' In- 
stitutes wero chosen to reprcaeut these in- 
terests, wherever their home might be; and 
did he not know that when these present 
appointees abould be changed, and their ap- 
pointment is only for one year, Vic- 
iov'w would in all probahility have 
oniy one rcprcsontativo on tho Sen- 
ate, namely, the uppoiotoo of the 
City Council; nnd.by the way.theMainland 
man worked linrd to prevent tho cities hav- 
ing any roprcscntativca in 'tho Senate, m 
aeterinine.l were they to have tho whole 
power in their own hands. How is the 
Ki;nato, ifit exists, composed at present? 
Vancoi'iver has six ropresentatives, West- 
luinator, four, Victoria, one oleotod for that 
purpose and four who happen at present to 
ceside Ib our elty, but wlio may bo chosen, 
naxt year, from the Mainland. But, now, 



we come to some more of tlie hard work of 
the Maiulund men. The bill^ as passed last 
aession, gave Convoc.ition seven representa- 
tives; tlicre are r>5 mendicra of Convoc.ition 
ill Victorii iiiid 80 on tho Mainland. The 
inenibors in Victoria agreed to nominate 
only three out of tho seven, but '.he Main- 
land men sent out a circular, blesaed by the 
minister's signature and marked contiden- 
tial, urging their cohorts to secure the whole 
number, that ia, refusing to the lifty-live 
laland graduates any rcprescntatlun at all. 
Victoria has never oloimcil tho University, 
but has been ready to submit loyally to the 
verdict of any impartial arbitrator, or to 
compote with the other cities as to which 
should make tlie heat oiler in tho interests 
of the Univeraity ; but, on the 
other iiand, Vancouver has pro- 
claimed on the housetops its purpofo to 
secure tho university at all costs. We have 
in our posaeasion, a pamphlet, entitled"Infor- 
matioii for Travellers," in which it ia stated 
that Vancouverwill soon have the university. 
Whetliam College wua represented aa tho 
jireparatory college, and its teachers ])i'om- 
ised profossorehip.s. The World has been 
happy in its title, for here, surely, is sec- 
tionalism run mad, and here, too, are 
grounds suflieient to justify lionorLihlo men 
r efusii.g to belong to a Senate conipos- 
eil of iiieti whose interest seems to be the 
booming ot a oliy, and not the advancement 
of higlier edaeulion.

Mr. Owsri Eugene Murphy's career as a 
contractor and a negotiator for contracts is 
interesting, and, if viewed from the proper 
8t;uidpoint, instructive. The good old- 
fashioned way of doing bu-sinesa did not suit 
Mr. Murphy. It was not, we presume, 
exciting enough, and did not enable him 
and his partners to make money sulliciently 
fast. Like a great many other people Mr. 
Murphy does not like competition. He, 
according to hia own story, wanted to get 
competitors out of tho w-ay, and it was his 
great desire to have a friend in court or in 
the Public Works Department. Being 
active-minded and ingenious ha proposed to 
his partners to secure tlie cood offices of 
Mr. Thomas McGreevy, and to acoompliah 
that end he proposed to them to give him 
825,000. The sum was to he piid for get- 
ting the cross-wall contract on such terms 
as would enable the contractors to recoup 
themselves and have a snug mar;;in of profit 
besides. According to his testimony every- 
thing went merry aa a marriage bell. The 
partners agreed to pay the raonay and give 
the notes of the firm for the amount. Mr. 
Murphy g»t tho notes aud paid them over, 
not to Mr. Thomas Mc(jre«vy, »a ho would 
at first Imvo the world believe, but to his 
friend aud crony, Mr. Robert McGreevy. 
This was brought out clearly in the cross- 
examination. The following extract from 
that examination is taken from the Toronto 
M'lil'a report : — 

Whit (lay was it the -^'J,), 000 in notes was 
paid over ? 

I cannot tell you that. 

Wua it after tho contract was executed ''. 

To the heat of my kiiowlcdj;o, that is so. 

I Want to get a clearer stateiiient from 
you of tlie p.ii ties preuent when the notes 
were luiiided over? 

To the best of my recollection they were 
all present, Larkin, Nicholas Connolly, and 
I believe Michael Connolly, Robert Mc- 
(ireevy, and myself, and 1 think Thoinus 
.\lc(!ieovy came down stairs after a while. 

Do you think that Thomas was pM,- 
.scnt when the notes were handed to llob 
crt ? 

I have no recollection, but to the best of 
my opinion, lie was not. 

\'ou hanilcd them to Robert without 
Thomas being there ? 

That is my reeoHeotion. 

Has that always been your recollection ? 

It has, I think. 

Then it is dearly an error. Your evi- 
dence at the top of ])age -l.'l. " Vou pro- 
mised $25,000 to Tliomaa .McOrcevy?" lui- 
swer, " Yes." "Did you give it to liini ? " 
answer, "Yea." What you say at page 73 
is that this is incorrect, that you would not 
like to swear positively. 

To ilie heat of my knowledge, I don't 
think he was present. 

So, after :vll, the 4i2j,O00 were not paid 
to Mr. Thomas McGreevy, ond, for anything 
that even Mr. Murphy knows to the c ui- 
Irary, ho n;ay not have seen a cent of the 
money he ia aceu.sed of having taken as pay- 
ment for his iiilhience in .securing the cross- 
wall contract. There is a very iin])ortant 
link ill the chain of eviiieiice wanting. 
What became of the notes after Mr. Robert 
McGreevy received them i.s not known. 
They were taken up not hy tlie C'onnoUy 
lirolhers, who sigiiid thciii, but hy Mr. 
Murphy personally. It wa.s he who retired 
the notes as they heeuiie due, liy the linn's 
chcuucs drawn in hia own favor. It is 
known that the firm paid the money, but 
it has not yet been shown who pocketed it. 
All that is known as yet i.s that the notes 
of h;uid were placed liy Mr. Murphy in .Mr. 
llobeit H. Mcdrcevy'a hands. 

With regard to the ten llioujand dollars 
which Mr, Owen Eugene ilurpliy says he 
paid to Sir Hector Langevin, there is not 
a particle of evidence except that of Mr. 
.Murphy himself, to show that the money 
was so paid. It will bo remembered that 
u hi'ii Mr. .Murphy was cross-oxamincd as to 
the details of the alleged transaction his 
memory failed him completely. Ho could 
not toll when ha handed the money to Sir 
Hector, or what kind of money it was. 
Hero i.H the HUiumai'y of this part of Mr. 
Murphy s ciiiss-exaiuiiialion, which appears 
ill tile Winnipeg I'ree I'resa of tlio 8th inst.: 

" Witness eijidd not renKMiiher whether 
it was miilsiiinmcr or iiiidwiiitor he paid the 
§10,0(11) to Sir Hector; he could not tell 
where ho gut the niDiiey; supposed it Was 
from tho hank, but could not toll what 
bank. It would be either the Union or 
Bank of li, N. A. He tliought he paid the 
money in the day lime; could not say 
H hether or not lio had himself drawn the 
cliei]iics on which ho got tho money, or to 
whoso order they were drawn. Had no idea 
wliat kind of bills lie got, and ])rofc3toil to 
have no recollection of the details of tho 
transaction. Osier then read Murpliy'a 
main examination last week, when he pro- 
fcBsed a gond recollection of this transaction 
and had said he drew tho money on cheques 



signed by ]iim in the name of tho firm, and 
that he beliflved- tboy wero endorsed by 
Nicholus Connolly. Ho had then said also 
that he asked for §100 bills, but the bank 
bad not got them, and he had to ttke fifties 
and twenties. Ho had no reeotleotlott of 
any entry having bi;en made of this pay- 
ment. Oaler read front his wain evidence, 
in which witnesi said this item represented 
money he had paid Sir Hector. H« also 
read from tho evidence the statement, of 
witness that while he could not say how he 
got this money, hia cheques would show, 
and be asked Murphy to product the 
cheques. Muiphy replied that ha could not 
lind any such cluqucs, and was not aware if 
any were missing. His bank book did not 
show there were." 

This, then, is how thecaae8tood,afowdays 
ago. The $23,000 alleged to have been iiaid 
to Mr. Thomas McGreevy haa not been 
traced beyond Mr. Robert H. McGreevy, 
who is a.s.sociatcd with Mr. iMurpliy and 
Mr. Tarte in trying to prove that a Minister 
of the Crown mid a Member of Parliament 
have been guilty of malfeasanco in oflice; 
and there is no ' evidence except that of 
Owen E. Murphy, a self-confessed defaulter 
and betrayer of trust, to show that Sir Hec- 
tor Langevin received a dollar, improperly, 
from Mr. Muiphy, or from anyone else. 
There is not only not a credible witness, 
but not a circuiiistunee or a document to 
coroborato what Murphy, the boodler, has 
aworn to. Even the Toronto Mail, which 
cannot bo said to bo friendly to Sir Hector 
Langevin, says; "The character which 
Mr. Miirpliy gives himself forbids the be- 
lief that the various sums of money reached 
their destination until testimony ia adduced 
in snpporl of Mr. Murphy's statementa. " 
The case, as regards proof of these pay- 
ments, is now, so far us we can see, in pre- 
cisely the same position aa it was when the 
sentence we have quoted was written. 

THE DAXdEIiOUS CLASS. 

The visit of the Emperor of Germany to 
Englanil baa, we see, been an anxious time 
for the polii'o of London. We venture to 
say that the mou who caused the police 
anxiety were almoat, to a man, foreignera. 
A British crowd is generally good humored, 
and, when it dialikes ft public man, or dis- 
approves of his acts, ft may make un- 
pleasant noisea and say course and uncivil 
things, but it seldom, on a gala day, resorts 
to violence. The roughs, for iuatmice, who 
here and there greeted the Prince of Wales 
with hoots and uncivil phrases, gave the 
police some annoyance, no doubt, but 
caused them no alarm whatever. They 
knew that he was as safe in hia progress 
throut;li tho streets of London as he would 
be in his drawing-room in Sandringhani. 
The man, even anmng the uneivil roughs, 
whw would raise a hand to hnrt the 
Heir Appftront lyould be torn ta pieces by 
those who surrounded htm. Englishmen are 
accustomeil to liberty, and they know how 
to use it. 

Aa far as the Emperor of Germany was 
concerned, he had nothing to fear — not even 
incivility — from tho subjects of Queen Vic- 
toria. He was the nation's guest, and 
they all felt that he should he hos- 
pitably treated. We venture to say that 
the Emperor while ho was in England 
did not bear an unpleasant word from a 
Ih iliah subject. The nien who caused the 
police and the Scotland Yard unlhoritiea to 
feel anxious and nervous were foreigners, 
anarchists of continental nation>,nnd cranks 
will) believed it to bo heroic and patriotic 
to insult uiiil to injure the Oerinaii Kiiiper- 
or. There arc many among them who con 
aider killing a king no nuinlcr. Tiie dyna- 
miters, and believers in us-sassiiiation gener- 
ally, are numeroua among them, and the 
fear that one, bolder than hia follows, and 
liavin;; a butter opjiortuiiity to do harm, 
might cnniTnit .some act of violence, or cause 
some di.stui liaiice, must have mado the per- 
ioil of the ICinpcror'a stay a time of great 
anxiety to tho authorities. Great liritaiii 
ia the asylum for European political agita- 
tors, and tlipy do not alwaya make a good 
use of her hospitality. 

It ia the .sime on this continent. Men 
will) have been repressed at homo do not 
know how to exerci.su tho ])rivilct;es of free- 
men wliicli they enjoy in tho UnitedStatea. 
They retain the anarchiat principles which 
they imbibed in their own country, but 
when they try to put thcin in practice they 
timl the people tlieiiiselvc.s more Sfvere and 
more proinpt, to puiiisli than were the mon- 
archical govormiieuts of their own counlr}'. 
This was the experience of the Chicago an- 
archists and tho Italian oasassius.

Serious Aceidont to a FreigUt Tl'RiJi 
on the Northern Pacific at 
KpDkaiie. 

Eug^iitG ami Cars rrccipitated a Dis- 
tance of Sevr'iity-flve Feet 
Into a Guicli. 



HroKANE, July 1,'!.— One of the moat ter- 
rible railroad nccidcut'-, tli;a ever huiipeiied 
'on this division bf tlic Northern Pacific oc- 
curred &\>out 6 o'cloctc, thia ev«niDg, just 
tieyond the yard limits, when a local freight 
truin, east-bound, went through a trestle 
ovor a deep gtilcli, the engines and all the 
cars being precipitated to the bottom, u dis- 
tance of Eeventy-llvo feet. Fireninii 
Michael Flaherty was liiUed and Roudnias- 
ter Lynch, who was riding on U»e engine, 
was seriously injured, while the engii)»i;r 
jilid «ll till truin crew received slight in- 
juries. The DiiaiHf, never 'eft the rails, 
l)eing carried to llic bottom of the gulch in 
an upright position, and did i}ot tuin over. 
Tile tWndcr WH3 driven into the cal) of the 
Bhgine tvbout two feet, striking Fireinaii 
Fluherly in the l)ack. There were only 
four cars in the train in addition to the 
caboose, one being loaded with cattle and 
another with horses. 

The two cars containing stock were liter- 
ally niashed to pieces. The horses and two 
head of cattle were rescued from the debris 
uninjured. Those that were badly injured 
■were shot by the police. 

It was reported that the wrecked train 
■was the west-bound passenger, and thou- 
sands of people rushed to the scene. All 
the trainmen were in the pilot of tlie ca- 
booac when the train went down. The ca- 
boose fell on the top of the freight cars, and 
remained upright. W. U. Long, of Pouie- 
roy, owner of the carload of horses, had his 
knee injured, while W. L. Campbell, of 
Genesee, Idaho, who owned the cattle, es- 
caped without scratcli. J. W. Mcl^onald, 
of Rosalia, was the only passenger in the 
caboose, and be escaped unhurt. The 
trestle was an old, rotten aHair, which has 
been undergoing repairs for the past few 
days. 

Some of the brolcen timbers were so rot- 
ten that they could be easily picked to 
pieces with one's fingirs. All the trains 
will be delayed to or three dnys until a new 
trestle can be built. Passengers in the 
meantime will probably be transferred. A 
wrecking train arrived from Sprngue, at 
9 o'clock this evening, ami a large force of 
men arc now at work on I ho wreck. 

The west-bound overland passenger train 
was five hours lute, or it would have crossed 
just ohead of the freight train.

Tlie KInck Keiiubllc. 

New Youk, July 1,1— 'J'he Atlas Line 
mail atcamer, Athos, from I'ort Liujot, ar- 
rived here, this ufternoou. Late in June 
the Athos touched at Hayti, and, according 
to her ofHcers, it was learned that Fred. 
T)ouglas, U. .S. Minister at Hayti, had left 
his post at Port au Prince, because the Hay- 
tian government did not care to recognize a 
representative of the United .Statis, and 
that it was rather the desire of the black 
republic to break off all intercourse with 
this country.
